ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES, 

Chen Ting-ching, a censor, draws the Emperor's attention to 
the fact that some of the Imperial family live outside the walls 
of the palace, and amuse themselves by every description of 
debauchery, assuming false names, The Emperor, in reference 
to the charge, says, “ It is recorded.” 

Aug. 13. Expressing the Emperor's regret that the grave of 
Tai-tsu, the first Emperor of the Ming Dynasty (1368 to 1398), 
has been desecrated by the rebels, and ordering Tséng Kuo-fan 
to seo to its being restored, and to salute the deceased prince. 

Yen Ching-ming, Futai of Shan-tung, reports that a ruffian 
named Tsao Wen-ping, having murdered his father with an axe, 
has been cut to pieces, and his head hung up. 

Tang Tiutang, Futai of Hupeh, reports that his prede- 
cessor, Yen Shu-seng (who was some months ago degraded to 
the rank of Taotai at the instance of Kuan Wen, Governor- 
General of the two Hu) requests leave of absence for three months 
to visit the graves of his father and mother. “It is granted.” 

Aug. 14, 15, and 16, The report by Kuau Wen and ‘'seng- 
kuo-fan as to the capture of Nanking is given at length, and 
the Emperor makes the following note: “It is recorded.” 

Aug. 16. Deciding that Chung-wang and Hung Jen-ta be not 
conducted to Peking, but their sentence of beivg cut to pieces 
be carried out at Nanking, and their heads be sent round the, 
districts formerly in possession of the rebels, 

Aug. 18. Kuan Wen, Governor-General of the two Hu, in- 
dulges in a general diatribe against military officers, and recom. 
mends the disgrace and dismissal of several whom he mentions 
by name. 

Aug. 19. Wu Ting-tung, a censor, recommends the Em- 
peror not to be too ready to pat himself on the back on account 
of the capture of Nanking, as he will be sure to come to grief. 

‘SHANGHAL 

A gentleman who has just returned from Nanking has 
favoured us (North China Herald) with the following sketch of 
the appearance of the city :— 

“Wo entered the Yi-feng-men or Northgate, and rode for a 
distance of about cight miles, for the most part amongst culti- 
vated fields. The city from the North side has simply the ap- 
pearance of a large tract of land walled in. The first thing of 
any interest that struck us on the way was a square pagoda 
about fifty fect high with three large arches. On the top of 
this is the celebrated turtle mentioned in Forrester’s account 
of Nanking, constructed of one block of marble. Tle next 
thing was the Tien-wang’s palace, which must have been most 
gorgeous. The entrance or reception hall is panelled in carved 
wood, and the pillars and ceiling are splendidly carved, painted 
red, and gilded gold seems to have becu spread on that place 
like mortar on an ordinary building ; and, although to a Euro- 
pean taste too gaudy, to the Chinese eye it must have seemed 
'| truly magnificent. Having passed through the reception 
hall, we entered a long aud wide stone path, on one side of 
which aro little houses, or offices, lying in ruins, and on the 
other is a garden full of trees. Thence we passed into what 
must have been the bona fide residence of the Tien-wang, and 
this, although now ‘a mere heap of ruins, must have been of 
enormous extent and full of valuable stone work. In the garden 
are two granite basins, each of which is a rough model of a 
boat, but these Iam sorry to say have been nearly demolished 
by the Imperalists, Almost every nook and corner has been 
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dug up, and all the flooring torn to pieces, I wastold that ten 
millions of taclsin sycee had been found in the Tien-wang’s 
palace, but half that amount is probably nearer the truth. 
The reception hall is still preserved, as the firo did 
not reach it, and it is indeed well worth looking 
at. I fear, however, that this also will soon be ruined, 
as every soldier who passes through it tests the sharpness 
of his sword on the carving, and crowds of beggars aro 
industriously occupied in scraping the gold off the pillars. I 
should mention that the palace is surrounded by a wall of about 
thirty fect in height. From the Tien-wang’s palace we went to 
the “breach” near the Taiping gate, and Iam really astonished 
that the rebels gave the Imperialists a chance of making that 
breach. The Imperial trenches run right under the wall at a 
distance of about one hundred feet from it, and any good 
shooting ought to have sent the Imperialists flying outof their 
positions, My idea is that the rebels felt perfectly secure in 
the belief of the strength and height of their wall, and, having 
had the Imperialist camps all round them for the last ten years, 
got gradually accustomed to them and were consequently taken 
by surprise. ‘Tho rebel artillery was in general very poor, with 
the exception of a few guns mounted on foreign carriages. On 
the whole, I think but little credit is due tothe Imperialists for 
taking Nanking. They might have done the same eight or nine 
years ago. All the dead bodies have been removed. Isawonly 
three still lying unburied near the breach. The business part 
of the city is in a state of constant bustle and confusion, and 
building is going on right and left. The new houses are not, 
however, very substantial. Atthe Shui-si-men (West water- 
gate) and Nanmen the number of people entering and leaving 
thecity was most remarkable, A good deal of local trade seems to 
be going on at Nanking, but as a port for foreigners I think it 
‘will provea miserable place, and from the swampy ground which 
surrounds the city, it must be most unhealthy, As to 
curiosities, nothing can be bought, as the soldiers that assisted 
at the looting have for the most part been removed, and a lot 
of dirty, gaudy dresses is all that remains for sale. Up to now the 
taking of Nanking has had no effect upon Chinkiang, I am 
afraid it will take some years before the right bank of the river 
thoroughly recovers from the ravages of the rebels.” 

The following notification of the Taotai has been issued. Old 
residents in China will, indeed, marvel at such signs of compas- 
sion in a Chinese Mandarin :— 


NOTIFICATION. 

Ting, Taotai of Soochow, Sung-kong,"and Tai-tsang, issues a 
notification for general information. 

Wheareas, on the sea coast (of this province) both native and 
foreign craft are frequently wrecked during tempests, it is 
necessary to take precautions to ensure the safety (of life and 
property), that every mon may act conscientiously, that the 
unprincipled may be punished, and the good rewarded 
according to the statutes, Every one, indeed, should know the 
penalties attached to wrong-doing in this matter. 

Now, on careful examination, I have discovered that whenever 
a ship is wrecked in a storm, it does not enter into the heads 
of the people who live on the const to defend and assist the 
sufferers, but, on the contrary, they treacherously endeavour to 
rob them of all they possess, When the rudder is broken and 
the sails are torn to ribbons, and while the wrecked crew aro 
looking anxiously and sorrowfully for succour, these robbers 
rush violently on board, ransack every chest and carry off 
whatever property they may covet. The hard won earnings 
of some scores of years are suddenly snatched from the hands 
of those who had, cash by cash, painfully accumulated a little 
store. Those who had travelled over many thousands of miles 
of dismal ocean, and passed through numberless terrors of 
the deep, are obliged at last to heap reproaches on the injustice 
of their fate, Even although a ship be wrecked, yet still all 
hope of (future) success is not necessarily lost, but these 
Pirates, not satisfied with secing a fellow creature fall into a 
pit, must needs fling a stone after him. Such poor fellows arc 
much to be pitied, but it is difficult to assist them, for they 
have not only lost their sheep, but the fold bas also disappeared. 
Thus the trial sent by Heaven is rendered heavier by man 
These unprincipled wretches are, moreover, not content with 
robbery, but they also emulate the fame of murderers. The 
eye cannot bear to rest on such doings, and the mind is grieved 
by the very report of such atrocity. 

Wherefore, sccing that I, the Taotai, am fully acquainted 
with the misery inflicted on these people, how can I sit quietly 
by? For the future the following regulations will be enforced 








in the districts over which I exercise supervision. Wherever 
there are villages on the coast, every ten li shall constitute a 
parish, which must provide a police officer and assistant, who, 
no matter whether a ship which may be stranded on our shores 
be native or foreign, shall instantly set measures on foot to 
render her whatever assistance she may require, and shall 
request the local officials to come in person, examine into the 
matter, take the cargo under their chargo, and hand it over to 
thgproper owner. They must also decide on the reward to be 
given to those who shall have exerted themselves (to save life 
and property). If the cargo be completely lost, and there only 
remain a few poor penniless wretches, these are at once to be 
conducted to my official residence, where they will be supplied 
with money sufficient to carry them home, that they may not 
be loft wandering about, without a chance of getting away. 

The officials are requested to consult one with another, and 
make any suggestions which may appear advisable to them for 
the better earrying out of the above design, informing me 
minutely of their opinions. A communication has been ad- 
dressed to the Tsung-ping of the island of Tsung-ming, 
directing him to assist in carrying out the views just enunciated. 

This notification is accordingly issued for the information of 
the public. Henceforward if any ship be wrecked in a tempest, 
the regulations laid down above must be carefully complied 
with. If any offenders be found, let them be seized and naost 
severely punished. 

The following is the official copy of the judgment delivered 
by the British Consular Court, in the caso of Messrs. Birley, 
Worthington and Co. v. the master of the Finzel :-— 

The Court consider that there has been a want of care in the man- 
ner of describing the iron in England, and in the way in which delivery 
of it has been taken in Shanghai. In the bill of lading and in the 
shipping order, the entries are“ OO, 2,400 bundles nail rod iron,” and 
it appears to the Court that that description was not sufficient to lead the 
master or mate of the Finzel, when receiving the iron on board, to look 
for two hands or rings of white paint encircling each bundle. Had it 
been distinctly specified in the shipping order and bill of lading that 
the iron was marked with white rings, the absence of that mark might 
have attracted the attention of the master or mate. Again, in Shanghai, 
neither the plaintiffs nor Messrs. Dow and Co., agents for the defendant, 
‘appear to have accurately informed themselves as to the marks on all the 
bundles of iron ex Finzel now stored in their respective godowns, and it 
seems not impossible that a further examination may prove that the two 
original shipments (to Messrs. Birley, Worthington and Co. and Hoo} 
and Co.) have become mixed. However that may be, the Court, having 
strict regard to the wording and marks of the bill of lading on which the 
aetion is brought, can only hold that the master of the Finzel is bound to 
deliver to Messrs. Birley, Worthington and Co. 2,400 bundles of nail rod 
iron marked with two cyphers,

IMPORTANT FREIGHT CASE.—SUPREME COURT, MONDAY, sEPT. £12, 
BUTLER AND OTHERS V. DUTHIE, 

Before the Acting Chief Justice and Special Jury. Jurymen, 
—C, H. M. Bosman, F, Parry, H. B. Gibb, J. M. Vickers, F, D. 
Williams, R. Rowett, A. W. P. Kup. Counsel for the plaintiffs 
Mr. Kingsmill and Mr. Pollard. Counsel for the defendant, the 
Attorney-General and Mr. Pauncefote. This wasan action in 
trover brought by the plaintiffs, Butler and others, trading in 
Londonfunder the name of H. and J. Johnston and Co,, against 
Mr. W. Duthie, also of London, the registered owner of the 
British ship Indiaman. 

The Jndiaman was chartered from the defendant by Mr. W. 
N. de Mattos, of London, to load a cargo of coals at Birkenhead, 
and to proceed therewith to Hong Kong. As regarded the 
payment of freight the charter party stipulated as follows :— 

“The freight to be paid in London on unloading, and right 
delivery of the cargo at and after the rate of thirty-nine shillings 
sterling per ton of 20 cwt. on the quantity delivered in full of 
all port charges. Butc-dock wharfage, harbour dues on cargo 
and Dover and Ramsgate line as customary, and such freight is 
to be paid say one half by charterer’s acceptance at four months 
from the final sailing of the ship from her last port in Great 
Britain, the samo to be returned if the cargo be not delivered at 
the port of destination ; the freighter to insure the amount, 
and deduct the cost for so doing from the first payment of the 
freight, and the remainder by like bill at three months from 
date of delivery at charterer’s office in London of the certificate 
of the right delivery of the cargo agrecably to bills of lading, 
less cost of coal or fucl short delivered, or in cash under discount 
at five per cent, per annum, at freighter’s option.” 

The Indiaman accordingly proceeded to Birkenhead, and 
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there took on board 1,200 tons of Large Welsh Hartley steam 
coals, for which bills of lading were signed by the Master (J. F. 
Webb) on the 7th October, 1863, containing the following 
clause, “ The freight for the said goods to be paid by the freighter 
as per charter party with average accustomed.” 

Mr. Borradaile, a member of the firm of Walker, Borradaile, 
and Co., being in London about the time the ship had com- 
pleted her loading, arranged between Mr. W. N. de Mattos and 
Messrs, H. and J. Johnston and Co, for an advance of £2,100 
(being 35s. per ton on 1,200 tons), to be made by the latter 
to the former. 

This advance having been agreed upon and made, the docu- 
ments relating to the cargo and advance were forwarded by 
Messrs, H. and J. Johnston and Co., to Messrs. Walker, Borra- 
daile, and Co., of this port, with orders, when realised, to remit 
proceeds to Messrs, H. and J, Johnston and Co, direct, their 
letter containing the following sentence :—“ Please note that 
we have advanced £2,100, due 22nd April, 1864, against this 
cargo, under your guarantee as before.” 

It may here be mentioned that on the 8th December, and, 
therefore, during the Indiaman’s voyage, Mr. W. N. de Mattos, 
the charterer, stopped payment. 

The Jndiaman having arrived in Hong Kong on the 14th 
February, Mr. Walker proceeded on board the following day to 
present the bill of lading, and to demand delivery of the cargo, 
but as Captain Webb was not on board, the demand was made 
of the captain on tho following morning at Messrs. Walker, 
Borradaile, and Co.’s office, which demand the captain refused 
to comply with unless the freight was paid or security given 
for the same, Mr. Walker not having consented to enter into 
any such arrangement, Captain Webb, on the i6th of March, 
through an auctioneer, advertised the cargo for sale on board 
by public auction, and on the 22nd March the entire cargo 
was knocked down at $8.50 per ton. 

This action was then brought to recover damages for the wrong 
sustained by the plaintifis at the hands of the defendant's ser- 
vant. 

Mr. Pollard baving opened the pleadings, Mr. Kingsmill ad- 
dressed the Court on the part of the plaintiffs, and called Mr. 
T.S, Borradaile, who proved the fact of the advance having 
been made by the plaintiffs to Mr. De Mattos and of the 
defendant being aware of such advance having been granted. 
The Attorney-General submitted the witness to a severe cross 
examination, but elicited nothing of consequence. 

Mr. B.S, Walker was then called to prove the demand having 
been made for the coals on the ship’s arrival, and Captain 
Webb’s refusal to comply with the demand, except upon con- 
ditions mentioned above. 

Mr. Schmidt, the resident partner of the firm of Fletcher 
and Co., was called to prove that part of the proceeds of the 
coals were paid by Captain Webb to this firm, out of which 
they disbursed the ship, remitting the balance to the defendant. 

Mr. F. T. Smith, broker, was then called to prove the sale on 
board the ship, he having bought the cargo for account of a 
firm at $8.50 per ton. 

Mr. Adamson, manager of the Borneo Company, Limited, 
and Mr. A. Booth, of the firm of Bourjan, Aubener and Co., 
were called to prove the market price of coals at the date of 
the conversion, viz., the 16th and 17th February, the day on 
which the demand for the coals was made by the consignee and 
refused by the master. Market price at that time was proved 
to be about $103 per ton from alongside. 

This closed tho case for the plaintiffs, and, as the defendant's 
counsel decided not to call any witnesses, Mr. Pollard was pro- 
ceeding to address the jury in reply, when the foreman stated 
that the jury would not trouble him. Mr, Pollard, however, 
begged to be allowed to draw their attention to the question of 
interest, which the law left entirely in their hands, to be dealt 
with as they might think fit, 

The Attorney-General then addressed the Court for tho de- 
fence and in mitigation of damages, ? 

The Acting Chicf Justice summed up the evidence. 

The jury, after a few minutes’ deliberation, returned a 
verdict for the plaintiff.

The Evening Mail says:—“ Tt is scarcely necessary to call 
attention to the Public Gardens lately opened here on the large 
slope between the Government House and the Old Albany, 
The ground was formerly a most unsightly waste, and could 
not well be built upon, as that would have destroyed the 
amenities of Government House. To convert it into a public 
garden seemed an undertaking of doubtful possibility ; but 
this was at last detcrmined upon, and a landscape gardener 
was got from Australia to lay off the grounds. With what 
success this has been done we can all judge for ourselves, 
Indeed, it is not easy to suggest uny, even the slightest, im- 
provement in that respect. Every point of advantage has 
been availed of for its most suitable uso; and there has been 
nothing wasted or misemployed. The extent of the walks is 
very considerable, and the regulations for the admission of 
visitors is wisely framed.” 

The following on the New Docks is from the Daily Press :— 

“ We hear that the new Dock Company have come to advan- 
tageous terms with the Government relative ‘to the site at 
Kowloon. The ground will have to be put up at auction, in 
accordance with the rules and regulations made and provided? 
but as a prime condition of the sale will be the construction of 
docks within a limited period, it is hardly likely that any com- 
petition will be excited. We rejoice to find that the Government 
is at last sufficiently awake to the construction of docks in the 
colony as to induce them to mect the enterprising parties con- 
cerned in the undertaking in a proper spirit. We are given to 
understand that most of the shares of the New Dock Company 
have been taken up, and that the undertaking is viewed as une 
affair accompli, Thé steps adopted in the business appear to 
us to be dictated by sound sense, strict economy, and practical 
knowledge. We hope the result will be that the repairs of 
vessels in Hong Kong may be effected at one third less than 
heretofore, and with twice the despatch. Such a result will 
undoubtedly multiply the business, affording vast employment 
to artisans and labourers, 


BORNEO. 


LABUAN, 

The Hong Kong Daily Press has the following :— 

The steamer Sterling, Capt. Henderson, which has been 
employed for the past few months in carrying coal from Labuan 
to this, arrived from that colony with rather important intelli- 
gence. Owing to a quarrel which occurred between the Malay 
and the Chinese coolies at the coal mines, a serious riot took 
place, which led to loss of life and to some bloodshed in addi- 
tion, The Malays fought with krisses, the Chinese with 
bamboos; the former were getting the best of it, when 
two Englishmen connected with the mines, who are popular 
with the Malays, separated the combatants, and by persuasions 
kept them apart. 

It seems that there is a garrison on the island of 300 sepoys, 
commanded by four English officers, At one time matters 
looked very serious, aud indeed after the combatants were 
separated, there appeared a strong probability of their renewing 
the combat, The Sterling, which was lying off the mines, Janded 
twelve Europeans armed, and fired several alarm guns, which, 
although they brought no assistance, intimidated the rioters. 
‘Tho Europeans at the mines sent a messenger to the Governor, 
Mr. Callaghan (who was chicf magistrate here) for a sepoy 
guard. His Excellency naturally could not be so easily in- 
duced to comply with such a request without calling a council. 
After calling a council of war, he decided on sending the sepoys 
a roundabout way by water, 

This disturbance has stopped mining operations for the pre= 
sent at Labuan. ‘The Slerlivg was despatched with only part 
of a cargo, the manager desiring that she would seek other 
employment, and not come down again. He had a stock on 
hand, but he preferred to keep it for passing steamers. The 
ship Goshen was despatched from Labuan for Hong Kong 
with 1,200 tons coals on the 23rd Aug. and may be hourly 
looked for. 





MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

From private advices from Singapore we learn that 110 
gambicr and pepper shops have petitioned against the Tumon- 
gong of Johore, and forwarded their petition to the Governor 
through the Chamber of Commerce, but that his Honour ba 
nut favoured them with a reply up to the 6th October. 

We also hear that the said chieftain has lately arrested five 
Dutch subjects on the charge of the same murder for which 
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the British subjects are incarcerated. They, the Dutch subjects, 
formed the crew of a pilot boat. Two of these men are dead, 
two are still in confiaement, and one has been released on pay- 
ment of $10.

MR. CANNY ON MANCHURIA. 


The following account, to which we alluded in our last, is from the 
North China Herald 

Mr. Canny, in opening his lecture, sketched the progress of Russian 
colonisation in Manchuria from the year 1849 to the present day. In 
the year 1849 the most southerly ports in the possession of the Russians 
were Aian on the sea of Okhotsk, and Petropaulovsk, in the peninsula of 
Kamschatka. Soon, however, Petrovsk, on the Northern entrance of 
the Straits of Saghalien, was seized, and in 1851 Nicholaefesk, now the 
centre of Government for the entire of maritime Siberia, was founded. 
In 1853 Castries Bay, Port Imperial and Aniva ee were quietly an- 
nexed. These acquisitions were all on the sea coast, but the outbreak of 
the Crimean war gave Russia her long wished for opportunity of colonis« 
ing the valley of the Amoor and Usuri. Accordingly a body of Ru: 
troops was ordered to march from Irkutsk to the head waters of the 
Amoor. Although the snow was upon the ground, and the Chinese and 
Manchu officials at the different posts were very far from friendly, the 
expedition was successful, and some 1.500 miles of water communication 
between the sea and the interior of Siberia was thrown open. e entire 
valley of the Amoor was quickly occupied by Russian posts, and the 
country was Virtually made part and parcel of the Russian possessions in 
the Fast, In 1858'a treaty was obtained from the Emperor of China, 
granting the territory on the left bank of the Amoor and the right bank 
of the Usuri to the Russians. The successive humiliations which had 
been heaped on the Chinese in the south may be assumed to have 
caused this concession. In 1860, this treaty was amplified and ratified, 
and thence forward the Russian occupation has remained ut uted, 

Passing on from the history of Russian annexation, Mr. Canny next 
gave a geographical description of that portion of the seaboard now claimed 
as Russian territory. The tyography—even the scenery—of Victoria Bay, 
Passiet and Vladivostock, was graphically sketched, and the inner life 0. 
the garrison stationed at the latter place minutely described. It would 
appear that the officers, at least, lead a somewhat “ jolly” life, if we leare 
‘out of consideration the fact that they are occasionally four or five months 
at a time utterly destitute of European news, They hunt, shoot, smoke, 
drink, read, and play cards, and thus contrive to pass their time away. 
But on the whole, taking every advantage and disadvantage into considera- 
tion, the garrison at Viadivostock is hardly to be envied. An intention 
on the part of the authorities to fortify Viadivostock was displayed at the 
time of Mr. Canny's visit, by the arrival of seventy-four smooth 
broadside guns. Since, then, however, these guns have been removed to 
Nicholaefesk, onthe Amoor. As to the native inhabitants of the country 
round Vladivostuck, Mr. Canny stated that the prevailing race is the 
Manchu, but that a slight intermixture of Chinese and Goldi, from the 
head waters of Usuri, may be noticed. These interlopers are for the most 
part escaped criminals, and, in consequence, very few women areto be 
found amongst them. ‘The Tazas or Oroches (‘Tartars) occupy the districts 































to the north, and with these the Manchus occasionally intermart The 
means of subsistence are simply hunting, fishing, and the cultivation of the 
ginseng. A small quantity of gold has also been discovered in some of 





J the rivers, ‘The repulsive appearance of the Tazas was then deseribed, 
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‘and their dirty habits and miserable dwellings in turn dilated upon. | At 
the same time, M. Lindau’s description ofthe horrible filth and ugliness 
of the inhabitants of that part of the country was stated to be overdrawn, 
and a fair meed of cleanliness and good looks awarded to them. By ex- 
ercising strict justice, the Russians have gained a very considerable moral 
influence over the aborigines, and the latter are not slow to acknowledge 
the advantages they derive from the Russian rule. The Eugenie Archi- 
pelago was next described, and the picturesque beauty of the islands gra- 
phically portrayed. ; 

‘As to the commercial prospects of Southern Manchuria, Mr. Canny 
informs us that nothing can be done in the way of an import trade. 
‘The native inhabitants are too few in numbers and too poor to admit of a 
lucrative trade ever being set on foot. Lead, cottons and Russian whisky 
are in demand, but these are obtained readily from the Russians. Timber 
is the only export, and this trade is freely permitted on the most reasonable 
terms by the Russian Government. Mr. Canny then dwelt on the de- 

ded character of the colonists sent to the settlements on the coast of 
lanchuria, the hardships they undergo, and the position they hold; and 
finally wound up by a collection of extracts from a diary kept at Olga 
during the summer of 1863. These extracis served to give a lively idea 
of the lifea Kuroapean may lead in such a place, and the shifts to which 
he is occasionally put. 


























THE ATTACK ON SIMONOSEKI. 
(SPECTATOR. ) 

Sir Rutherford Alcock has at least one qualification for an English 
pro-consul—he is lucky. He has evidently determined to bring Japan for 
all political purposes under bis own rule, and to effect this object if ne- 
cessary by an unsparing use of force. If he cannot succeed by milder 
means he will conquer each Prince one by one, batter the Secular Em- 

eror's capital about hisears, and carry the Spiritual Emperor prisoner to 
Wokobams, where already an English guard invests the English Embassy 
with something of the character of an Indian residency, an imperium in 
imperio, a little State within which the writ of the great one does not run. 
‘Already he has broken the power of the Prince of Satsuma, destroyed his 
batteries, fired his capital, and reduced him into a humble but efficient 
ally of the central Government ; has compelled the Prince of Nagato, the 
Duke of Burgundy of the Japanese monarchy, to sue for peace, and was 
when the last'mailleft contemplating an expedition to Yedo to bring the 
‘Tycoon himself finally to terms. r 

There is nothing to be said against the expedition, which had a justi- 
fication, was wisely planned, and most ably carried out; but we should 
like to know, nevertheless, where it is all to end. Is Sir Rutherford 
Alcock to conquer Japan or not ? That he can do it, and rule the country 
when he has conquered it, we have not the shadow of doubt, nor are we 
prepared to affirm that such a proceeding would be opposed to the per- 
mament interests either of Japan or Great Britain. Looking to the cha- 
racter of the people, we suspect that efficient “captains of labour” would 
manage them as easily as, and much more justly than, their own Daimios, 
and an island possession is, of all others, the easiest for Great Britain to 
keep. But just at the moment the acquisition of a tropical New Zealand 
with some thirty millions of Maories might not be popular, and if we do 
not intend to acquire it Sir Rutherford is doing an amount of mischief 
which requires further justification. He is breaking up an old civilisation 
without offering anything in its stead. At the very moment that the Arm- 
strongs were destroying the influence of the Prince of Nagato, the Spiritual 
Emperor was flying before the arms of that very noble, and the Tycoon 
was inventing lies by the ream to avoid breaking either with his great feu- 
datory or his great feudatory’s foes. The organisation which has kept these 
chiefs within bounds is visibly breaking up, and the old Empire resolving 
itself into a knot of principalities, always at war with each other, always 
hankering to re-cement union at any cost of blood. Have we any right 
whatever to bring all this misery on Japan unless we intend to replace 
the ancient régime by one more full of possibilities than any which the 
country has yet enjoyed? We doubt it greatly, and doubting it, feel 
but half a heart to congratulate Her Majesty's Ministers on their triumph 
at Simonoseki, 























THE FRENCH ACCOUNT OF THE ATTACK ON THE 
STRAITS OF SIMONOSEKL. 


The Moniteur contains the following report from Rear- Admiral Jauréz, 
commanding the French naval division in the Chinese waters :— 

“The Minister of Marine and the Colonies has received de 
from Rear-Admiral Jauréz, commandant-in-chief of the naval division in 
the Chinese waters, containing an account of the expedition sent against 
the batteries which defend the entry of the Straits of Simonoseki, by the 
combined naval forces of France, England, Holland, and the United 








ates. 

* On the Srd of September the Semiramis frigale, the Dupleiz corvette, 
and the advice boat ancrede, went to the anchorage in the front of the 
island of Himésima, the place of rendezvous of the allied forces. On 
the 4th, in the evening, the admirals, after making a reconnaissance on 
board of Her Britannic Majesty's corvette Coquette, made the following 
dispositions for attacking the batteries, which was to be cffected on the 
following day. 

“The corvettes formed a line the length of the south coast of the 
Strait; the weakest vessels drawing the least water remaining under steam, 
took en echarpe all the batteries by enfilading the length of the north 
coast from Cape Kunsaki. In fine, the two admirals’ frigates, the Eury- 
alus and the Semiramis, advancing between the two lines, directed their 
fire against the batteries which appeared the most likely to offer the 
strongest resistance. On the Sth, at four o’clovk in the afternoon, each of 
the vessels was at its post, and the small light squadron under steam, when 
the admirals made the signal to commence firing. For twenty minutes 
the fire of the Japanese was very brisk ; but when the light squadron came 
to take part in the attack, presenting their broadsides, and opened fire 
with their largest artillery, the enemy was compelled to evacuate the 
batteries, At half-past five all resistance had ceased. On the 6th, at 
daybreak, the battery situated facing Cape Mose Saki again opened fire 











on the corvettes Dupleix and Tartare. ‘The first shot, well directed, 
taking the Dupleir en enfilade, the commandant, De Franclieu, hastened 
to take amore advantageous fighting position; this marcouvre having 
been rapidly executed, while the Tartare maintained a well-sustained fire, 
the battery was promptly reduced to tilence by the two corvettes. At 
eight o'clock a corps was landed, composed of 1,200 English, 850 French, 
and 250 Dutchmen, which took possession of the beach at the same place 
where, during the previous year, the landing company of tho Semiramis 
and three companies ‘of African light infantry, executed a brilliant and 
daring coup de main. ° The Japanese then retired precipitately before the 
allied troops, who carried off 22 pieces of bronze cannon of large calibre 
and two mortars, and advanced to the faubourgs of Simonoseki. At four 
o'clock in the aftemoon the order to embark having been given, 
our landing companies went to their boats, when the English came 
upon an entrenched camp, defended by numerous troops and five pieces 
of cannon. Received with a very brisk fire of musketry, our allies threw 
themselves into the camp and forced the enemy to evacuate it; but this 
engagement cost them 10 men killed and about 80 wounded, among whom 
were the flag captain of Vice- Admiral Kuper and two officers. The 7th, 
8th, and 9th were employed in destroying the store-houses and powder 
magazines, and completing the embarkation of the cannon. In the mean- 
time, four corvettes, doubling Cape Mose Saki, compelled the evacuation 
of the batteries and the Isle of Hikesima. The admirals, doubling Point 
Kibune and entering the China Sea on board the Coquette, found that 
the Strait of Simonoseki had been forced at all points, The total loss of 
the allies amounted to 18 men killed and 60 wounded ; the French division 
lost 2 men killed and 9 wounded. There were 60 bronze cannon and 3 
mortars altogether embarked on board the various vessels. Rear- Admiral 
Jaurez, in giving an account tothe Minister of Marine of this brilliant feat 
of arms, pays the highest compliment to the officers placed under his 
orders, as well as to the seamen. Every one rivalled another in ardour 
and courage, and the gunners gave proofs of the greatest ability. 

“ On the 10th the allied divisions cast anchor before the town of Simo- 
noseki, and a minister from Nagato, furnished with full powers, went tothe 
admirals to ask for the cessation of hostilities, and to agree with them on 
the basis of a convention, of which the following are the principal dis~ 
positions :—The opening of the Straits of Simonoseki to the ships of all 
nations; the batteries are neither to be armed nor repaired ; the allied 
powers are to receive an indemnity, of which the amount shall be 
eventually fixed by their representatives at Yedo. On the 16th of Sep- 
tember, at the moment of the departure of the courier, the admirals 
expected the ratifications, and prepared for their return to Yokohama.” 














VIEWS OF SIMONOSEKI. 
The correspondent and artist of the Illustrated London 
News has forwarded a series of sketches from the inland sea 


which appear in the journal of the 12th inst., accompanied 
by the following remarks :— 

“A small map or plan of the Strait of Simonoseki, from a drawing 
furnished by Captain F, Brine, appeared in this journal about a twelve- 
month ago. It must first be understood that the so-called ‘ Inland Sea,’ 
which is about 240 miles long and from 20 to 60 miles broad, is enclosed 
between the three islands of Niphon, Kiu-Siu, and Sikok, which consti- 
tute the main provinces of the Japanese empire. ‘Ihe position of this 
sea may therefore be compared to that of St. George's Channel and the 
neighbouring waters, having England, Ireland, and Scotland upon its 
shores. There are three entrances to the Sea of Suwonada—one by tho 
Bungo Channel, from the south-east; one by the Kino Channel from the 
north-east ; and one from the south-west, by the Strait of Simouoseki, 
which divides Kiu-Siu from the larger island of Niphon. Many great 
cities, including Osaca, the centre of aristocratic fashion, and Miako, the 
residence of the Japanese Pontiff or ecclesiastical Emperor (the political 
Emperor, or Tycoon, being a distinct person) ituated either upon 
the shores of the Inland Sea o1 that it affords the 
readiest approach to them. It is, consequently, the main channel of 
internal tratfic, and is navigated by thousands of small vessels which do 
not encounter the risks of the outer ocean. 

“ The western entrance, by the Channel of Simonoeeki, isat the narrowest 

part only a quarter of a mile broad. The scenery of its shores is varied 
and picturesque—the luxuriant vegetation reaching the water's edge around 
the base of the hills. To the right is observed a very dangerous rock, 
sitaated in mid-channel ; it is, however, well marked by a stone pillar. 
There is a tradition about this rock that in the early days of Japanese 
history, one of the Emperors having been murdered and his throne seized 
by the usurper, the infant heir of the rightful Sovereign was saved bya 
nurse ; and she, in making her escape across the strait, was wrecked, but 
fortunately succeed in reaching this rock, whence they were eventually 
rescued by some fishermen, and in due course the son recovered 
father’s throne. How far this tradition is really correct is, we believe, 
very doubtful. It may be remarked that the current runs very swiftly 
through this channel, and is of great assistance to the numberless junks 
which pass that way. 
“ Our second illustration isa veiw of the town and harbour of Simonoseki. 
of all sizes stop at thistown to obtain water and 
way through the Inland Sea, It is situated in 
a very commanding position for the purposes of trade, and might become 
a flourishing seaport if opened to foreign commerce. Junks of the largest 
size and of the most grotesque build are here to be met with. They are 
all more or less ornamented with copper devices on their stems; but they 
have, in general, a very clumsy appearance, and their sailing qualities, as 
may be imagined, are not very good, Our third view is taken from the 
narrowest part of the pass, and is the first glimpse obtained of the Inland 
Sea itself, the deep blue water of which, contrasted with the dazzling 
white sails of the numberless vessels continually passing over it, affords a 
lively and pleasing scene. 

«As an accompaniment to these views of Simonoseki, we give a view of 
the Night Guard of the Tycoon’s Palace at Yedo, in their quaint military 
costume, with a lantern in every man’s hand, Below this is a view of the 
famous volcanic mountain Furlyama, as seen from the summit of a bluff 
near the British quarters at Yokvhama, This mountain, 11,000 f or 
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and always crowned with snow, resembles the Peak of 
Teneriffe in its shape and position. It is the subject of many wonderful 
legends believed among the Japanese people, who regard it with super- 
stitious veneretion. Both these engravings are made after the photographs 
taken by Signor Beato, of Yokobama.”

‘The Ringdove, 4, crew gunvessel, 674 tons and 200-horse power of 
engines, Commander Ralph A. O. Brown, was paid out of commission, at 
Portsmouth, after a foreign service of nearly five years, having been com- 
missioned in October, 1859. During this period she has been employed 
off the coasts of China and Japan, and has gone over upwards of 250,000 
miles under steam and canvas, George Bettesworth, leading stoker on 
board, received the medal and gratuity awarded by the Admiralty for long 
service. Commander Brown’s service in the Ringdove completed a ten 
yeare’ continuous service in Chinese and Japanese waters. He joined the 
avy in 1849, and, after having served in the Penelope and her tender, 
the Teazer, on the West Coast of Africa, went out as midshipman in the 
Hornet, screw sloop, and served for the first nine months under the com- 
mand of Commodore Elliott against the Russians in the North of China. 
He was present and in charge of the Hornet's pinnace at the capture of 
the seventeen junks at St. John’s Deep Bay and in the operation against 
pirates in Eseape Creek, Fatshan, He commanded the Hornet's small- 
arm company at the assault of Canton and the Bogue forts, and was pro- 
moted to lieut. in May, 1859, paid off the Hornet as her first lievt., under 
the command of Cupt. Viscount Gilford. In September of the same 
year he fitted out the Sphinx, six, paddle, as first lieut., under Capt. Day, 
and again went out to C! where he commanded a rocket boat at Taku 
and Tien-tsin. te was several times afterwards engaged with Chinese 
rebels and pirates, and was afierwards sent in acting command of the 
Sphinx tothe North Pacific in search of the shipwrecked crew of the 
English ship Norna, whom, after a four months’ search, he succeeded in 
finding and rescuing. He was made commander in September, 1862, by 
‘Admiral Sir James Hope, and appointed afterwards by that officer to the 
Ringdove. Since the arrival of the Ringdove at Portsmouth, Commander 
Brown, his officers and crew, have been formally tried by court-martial 
for having grounded that vessel on the Bombay shoal while on her passaze 
from Hong Kong to Labuan, Commander Brown was reprimanded, the 
master admonished, and the remainder of the officers and crew were ac- 
quitted. 

‘The Army and Navy Gazette has the following notices :— 

“© Wo mentioned last week that Major-General J. Rowland Smyth, 
C.B., was to have one of the vacant divisional commands in India, either 
in Bengal or Madras. We believe the gallant general_is likely to be 
posted to that in the Madras Presidency, which Major-General M-Cle- 
verty now holds. No arrangement has yet been made for filling the 
divisional command in Bengal, about to be vacated by Lord George 
Paget, on his appointment as Inspector-General of Cavalry. 

“The command of the troops tn Ceylon may be considered vacant, as, 
we regret to learn, Major-Gencral O"Brien’s state of health makes him 
anxi to return home before the expiration of his five years’ term of 
service in November, 1865.

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Apia Sin Montacu Srorronp, K.C.B.—The Hon. Sir Mon- 
tagu Stopford, K.C.B., died on the 10th inst. at South-East Circus-place, 
Edinburgh.

in 1854 and 1855, and was made a K.C.B. for his services before Sebasto- 
pol in the latter year. In 1857 he received from the Emperor of the 
French the order of Commander of the Legion of Honour, and was made 
a Knight, second class, of the Medjidie by the Sultan in 1858, in which 
year also he was appointed superintendent of the dockyard at Malta. In 
1861 he was made a vice-admiral, and in 1863 became admiral,

Rorrerpam, Nov. 15. 

Nearly all the Ministers have replied to the observations and 
remarks that have cmanatced in the sections, and have met all ob- 
jections to the extent possible. The most important reply was 
that of the Minister of Marine. He endeavoured to prove that 
his system was not more undecided and expectant than was ren- 
dered necessary by the general situation. Of course he will 
defend himself by the same reasoning against tho Opposition in 
tke Chamber, but I doubt whether ho will convince the ma- 
jority, which is inimical to his system, I the more believe that 
this prognostication will prove correct, as Mr. ‘Lhorbecke seems 
ready to accept his resignation. 

Mr, Betz, the Minister of Finance, has positively announced 
that the Bill for abolishing the stamps on newspapers cannot 
come into operation before the Istof July 1866, even if it should 
be voted by the First aud Second Chamber ; he has, therefore, 
another six months before him, which is a further reason for 
believing that the tax upon knowledge will not be abolished at 
all. The Minister has also shown that it was desirable to con- 
tinue selling tho Government coffee at monthly auctions, and 
that the amouut produced by the sale of colonial produce 
would not be much inferior to that of former years, because 
prices would rise in proportion to the diminution in the quan- 
tity produced. Moreover, he holds that the expenses in Java 
will not be so considerable as in former years. 

The sittings of the States-General were resumed on Satur- 
day last, with the debate on the Agatha Bill. The Govern- 
ment proposal referred to the private sale of the extensive pro- 
erty of the monastery of St. Agatha to four priests, on very 
favourable terms, ‘There was so much opposition against this 
sale, as well in the Chamber as in the Press, that the Bill was 
rejected yesterday by 34 against 30 votes. This is a very serious 
check for the Cabinet. 

‘The reports of Captain J, E, do Man, commander of tho 
squadron in the waters of Japan, caused but little enthusiasm 
here. His narrative of the affair has called forth somo sharp 
criticism from the independent portion of the Press. 

The measures of the Governor-General of the East Indies in 
reference to offences of the Press have been since the last mail 
the topic of the day. ‘The Niewwe Rotterdamsche Courant 
was their principal defender. The general feeling is in favour 
of a law placing the press in India on a footing with that at 
home ; and there are reasons for believing that Mr, Fransen van 
de Putte will lay such a Bill before the Chamber.

From St. Petersburg we learn that Mr. Collins has arrived 
in that city from America, for the purpose of negotiating with 
the Russian Government on the subject of the extension of 
the telegraph destined to connect tho two hemispheres. Ac- 
cording to the despatch addressed by Mr. Secretary Seward to 
Mr. Perry McDonough Collins, and the project laid before 
the Congress of the United States, a line of telegraphs is to 
be constructed from some point in the North-Western States 
of the Union, or their territory ou tho Pacific, through British 
Columbia, the Russian-American possessions, thence by a short 
aubmarino cable of only thirty miles under Behring’s Straits, 
from Cape Prince of Wales to Cape East, the extreme point of 
the Asiatic continent. From this spot it is to be continued by 
asubniarine line under the Guif of Anadir, thence by land 
across the neck of the Peninsula of Kamtschatka, and round 
the shores of the Sea of Ochotsk to the mouth of tho Amoor, 
to join the great Russian line of communication with St. 
Petersburg, aud thence with the whole of Europe. Partly 
to correct some mistakes in Mr, Seward’s despatch, and partly 
to rectify some false impressions that have got abroad and 








been incorrectly stated in the newspapers, the Russian Tele- 
graph Dopartment has just published an official account of 
the present stato of the works. From this it appears that tho 
line from St. Petersburg is comploted aud open for public 
traffic as far as Irkutzk, the seat of Government in Siberia, 
from whence wires have just been put up, aud are opened to 
Kiachta, the last Russian town, aud situated close to the 
frontiers of China, From this point the telegraph will be 
eventually carried on to the town of Ourga, aud thence through 
Mongolia and the Great Desert of Gobi to Peking, terminating 
at Ticn-tsin, on the Gulf of Petchili, “But,” says the report, 
“when this extension of the line will be carried into execution 
is not yet officially decided.” On the other hand, a line of 
telegraph hitherto intended for the exclusive use of the Naval 
Department is being constructed along the right bank of the 
Amoor, from Charabofka to Nicolayefsk, to be continued by- 
and-bye up the Ussouri, and thenve to the Gulf of Possiet, 
in the Sca of Japan, In the concession applied for by Mr. 
Collins, but not yet granted, the Russian Government is re- 
quired to construct the line from Wershne-Udinsk to a point 
on the Amoor, to mect the American line. This comprises a 
distance of 3,000 versts, or 2,000 English milos, and its exe- 
cution on the part of Russia is made dependent on the funds 
being subseribed in America, so as to ensure the performanco 
of their part of the contract within a given period of time, to 
be fixed by mutual consent. Mr. Seward’s statement that this 
lino has been commoncod, and is going on with activity, appears, 
therefore, to be a fiction, whilst the other telegraphic lines 
mentioned by the Amorican Minister as being about to be exe- 
cuted by Russia, viz:—1, from the mouth of the Amoor to 
Jedo, the capital of Japa 2, from the Onisk in Siberia 
through Mongolia, China, Turkestan, Bokhara, to Cabool, and 
thence to form a junction with the Indian lincs; and 3, from 
Kasin along the west coast of the Caspian Sea, through Caucasus 
and Grusia to Teheran, and theuce to Bagdad, aud down the 
Euphrates to the Persian Gulf, to join tho lines in British 
India—all these are purely emanations of a strong imagination, 
but have never as yet been takon into serious consideration by 
the Russian Government, though it is far from being improba- 
ble that they may be eventually exocuted, at some distant 
period. On the other hand, it may here be remarked that there 
is now in existence telegraphio communication from St. Peters- 
burg and the rest of Europe, by way of Kasan, Saratoff, 
Stavropol, and Viadi-Caucasusto Tiflis; and thence by Erivan 
to the Persian frontier, where it joins tho line constructed by 
that Government of Persia through Tauris to Teheran, from 
which city itis being continued in two directions. One of 
these goes through Ispahan and Shiraz, to Bender—Bushire, on 
the Persian Gulf—to join the line to Kurrachee and the other 
parts of British India ; whilst the othor is to be laid by way of 
Hamadin and Kirmanshah to Chanegin on the frontiers of 
Turkey in Asia, in counection with the English telegraph from 
Coustautinople. Thus it appears that a long time will probably 
intervene before the projected telegraphio communication be- 
tween the Old World aud America be completed by way of 
Behring’s Straits ; and if the new Atlautio telegraph cable be 
successfully laid in the spring. Mr, Collius’s plan will be super- 
fluous, and probably full to the ground. 

‘Tho navigation at St. Petersburg closed on the 22nd of 
October, and on the 24th the Neva was passed by sledges on 
the ice. 

From the year 1706 down to 1864 the Neva was closed by 
ice twenty-five times in October, one hundred and twenty-one 
times in November, and only thirteen times in December,

THE COMMERCIAL PROGRESS OF CEYLON. 

A rarer which was read on Tuesday evening at the opening 
of the session of the Statistical Society of London led to an 
interesting discussion. The subject was “The Commercial 
Progress of the Colonies in the five years between 1858 and 
1863,” by Mr. E. T. Buaxgtey, of the Board of Trade. The 
field of discussion is too wide to be taken up in ex- 
tenso in our columns. The consideration of one of the 
most important—Ceylon—will, however, suffice to illustrate 
the great advance which has been made. Without entirely 
following Mr. BuaxELey’s figures, which were confined entirely 
to the colonial estimate of the aggregate external trade and 
revenue, we prefer to look at the colony from the British 
aspect, taking in the first instance the trade with the mother- 
country, as regards imports and exports, estimated at the 
British computed value, which, taking into consideration freight, 
importer’s profit, &c., shows a widely different value from that 
assumed in the colony where the articles are shipped. Coffee, 
it is true, forms the chief export, but there are a few other 
articles of growing importance, as cocoanut oil, coir, cinna- 
mon; plumbago, &. The value of our imports from Ceylon 
have risen from £1,304,000 in 1856 to £3,701,000 last year, 
and the exports of British produce and manufactures to the 
island from £411,000 to between £570,000 and £670,000. 
Here are the trade figures for five years :—

Last year the value of the produce imported from Ceylon was 
£3,700,806, and it is the coffee production which has thus served 
to swell the value. Our direct imports from Ceylon having 
risen from 433 million pounds in 1858, to nearly 80 million 
pounds in 1863; whilst there is also an enhanced value in 
price. In 1868 there were 556,391 cwt. of coffee shipped from 
Ceylon, and in 1862 600,546 cwt., from 120,000 acres under 
culture. Thé increase is chiefly in plantation, which shows an 
advance of about 100,000 cwt., for the native-grown has de- 
clined some 70,000cwt. With increased labour, improved 
roads, more machinery, high cultivation, and a judicious system 
of pruning and handling the trees, we sce no reason why the 
coffee export, which has increased tenfold since 1840, should 
not before another ten years reach 1,000,000 cwt. Passing 
from the commercial progress to the fiscal position of the 
colony, it is satisfactory to find that while the revenuo raised 
is being gradually reduced, the amount, about £711,000, 
must fall very lightlyin taxation upon a population of 2,000,000, 
and even most of this sum is expended on improvements and 
public works, roads, streets, and bridges, lighthouses, electric 
telegraphs, &. There are already 307 miles of telegraph wires 
maintained, a railway from Kandy to Colombo in course of 
formation, about 1,900 miles of road maintained, and 130 
miles of canals. Technically speaking, the colony has no debts 
except a very small sum incurred on account of the late Ceylon 
Railway Company. 





There is one matter which is just now occupying a large 
share of public attention in the island, and which certainly is at 
variance with the sentiments advanced by some of the speakers 
at the meeting of the Statistical Society. When Mr. NewMarcH 
spoke so energetically and cnthusiastically of the freedom ac- 
corded to all our colonies of legislative action and the appro- 
priation of their colovial resources, he certainly must have 
been unaware of the sum which is attached by the Colonial-office 
for military expenditure, the payment of which many of 
them neither ask for nor require. There appears to be 3,000 
military in Ceylon, and we are not quite sure whether even 
this number does not include the Ceylon Rifle Corps. A great 
outcry is made as tp the military and naval expenditure for 
the colonies, and this complaint found exponents among the 
Statists ; and yet the colonies aro not allowed to relieve them- 
selves from this stigma. In 1862 we perceive £24,000 on the 
Ceylon estimates for contribution towards military expenditure ; 
and again, in 1863, they are saddled with an increased charge 
for what they do not require, and the sum of £30,000, besides 
several items of house rent and travelling allowances, was 
claimed by the Home Government from the colony for the 
military. Although the Legislative Council refused to vote 
the supply, the Secretary for the Colonies has insisted on its 
payment, thus setting the Legislature at defiance. We cannot 
wonder at the indignation of the Legislature and the commer- 
cial community generally at this infringement on its rights and 
privileges. Sir Hercunes Rosrsoy, the new Governor, will 
find, on his arrival, he hes a delicate matter of question of 
privilege to arrange, but one with which ho will be thoroughly 
conversant, seeing that the Legislative Council of Hong Kong 
have taken the same view as their brethren in Ceylon, and 
thrown out the Bill requiring a vote for military expenditure 
not sanctioned by the colony. 


THE FRENCH IN COCHIN-CHINA, 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

M. Aubaret’s treaty with the Annamite Government has 
given rise, we understand, to much discussion and wide diffe- 
rences of opinion amongst members of the Imperial Cabinet. 
The matter was expected to be settled and instructions sent by 
the present out-going mail. Possibly there is an object in this, 
and the public will not be told what has been done until after 
the departure of the mail. In the meantime, some few facts 
have been brought to light respecting M. Aubaret’s change of 
opinion which may be worthy of notice. This gentleman, it 
will be remembered, was captain of a frigate in’ the Imperial 
navy, and became aide-de-camp to Vice-Admiral Bonard, 
Governor and Commandant in Cochin-Chins ; when he came 
to France last time he found a party in the Government very 
favourable to the restitution to the Emperor of Annam of the 
provinces of lower Cochin-China which had been ceded to 
France. The project of this party was that France should re- 
tain the town of Saigon, and there form a vast commercial 
settlement which, in the words of its reporters, “should rival 
those which the English possessed at Shanghai, Hong Kong, 
and other places in China.” M. Aubaret combated this idea 
with all his power, and wrote an official note which was litho- 
graphed and sent to each member of the Government. ‘This 
was in the month of August, 1863, and the main poiats of the 
document were as follow :—The restitution of the territory in 
question in consideration of an indemnity which the Aunamite 
Government so much desire (and which it wus the special duty 
of the ambassadors sent to Europe to obtain) would be equiva- 
lent to a total abdication on the part of France of her power in 
that part of the world where European influences are extending 
daily, and the French would thereby immediately fall in the eyes 
of the Annamites “far below a power of the third class.” As to the 
establishment of a great commercial centre at Saigon, M. Aubaret 
then thought that it was a chimera; the Kingdom of Cochin- 
China, he said, “ without question, was the best administered and 
the most hierarchical in the Kast ; authority was acknowledged 
without constrain and obeyed in the most minute particulars” (a 
kindof Eastern Utopia realised). As to the chances of commerce 
at Saigon, M, Aubaret was theu of opinion that the Aupamites 
would easily find means of cutting off the supplies. He de 
clared that it was idle to quote the case of Shanghai, ‘as the 
condition of China was totally different from that of Cochin- 
China ; that in the former authority was so weakened that the 
governors could not arrest the mercantile spirit which was 
especially a characteristic of the Chinese, whereas in the latter 
the people where purely agricultual, and the power centralised 
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at the capital would be obeyed to the very frontiers, and the 
French would find themselves in the same condition as in Japan. 
His conclusions were explicit enough, and we quote them Jitera- 
tim :—“ There remains now nothing to be done but to con- 
summate our conquest, and to draw from it tho best possible 
results in fairly considering the laws of humanity, our political 
interests, and pecuniary sacrifices.” . . . “In short, we 
cannot without loss of prestige abandon our provinces in 
Cochin-China. To exchange them for a commercial settlement 
only would be a useless sacrifice and equivalent to evacuation. 
There remains nothing then but the substitution of our autho- 
rity for that of the Annamites ; and this substitution is per- 
fectly possible.” 7 

Since the issue of that note M. Aubaret has quitted the 
naval for the diplomatic service, and, as is well known, has 
been appointed Consul and Charge d’Affaires at Bangkok, and 
was entrusted with the negotiation ef the questions between 
the Courts of Paris and Hué. It is quite natural that a 
perty, from patriotie feelings, should strongly object to the 
cession of the provinces in question, as placing France in the 
position of retracting the steps she has taken ; and, of course, 
this party does not take into account the fact that the expedi- 
tion was undertaken on the clearly expressed condition—nay, 

~ promise, to the Legislature and the French nation—that not 
an inch of territory should be acquired. It may be said that 
such professions are constantly made and as constantly vio- 
lated ; but, in this instance, France was dead against the en- 
terprise except for the punishment of those who had murdered 
the missionaries, and, therefore, the promise was a sacred one ; 
but, nevertheless, like some others, was grossly violated. 

Nor is it at all surprising that those who thought with M. 
Aubaret in 1863 should be angry with him for his apparent 
inconsistency, but they forget that while they have atayed at 
home nursing their old opinions, ho has seen much more of 
the Anuvamites and the Siamese, and is, perhaps, a wiser 
man than when he penned the note quoted from above. 
‘Those who know anything of what has been the course of 
commerce at Saigon since the French occupation will fully cor- 
roborate M. Aubaret’s opinions respecting the power of the 
Annamite authorities over the trade of the country, and it is 
not likely that those opinions have undergone any change since 
his return to the East ; but he may, from his inore extended 
experience, kave arrived at this conclusion, that the Annamites 
will never rest under the loss of the provinces in question, 
and that France, to secure her authority, would have to em- 
bark in a long, tiresome, and unpopular war, in a climate 
terribly fatal to Europeans ; and that during its continuance, if 
not even after its termination, the stream of trade to Saigon 
would be damed at the source, and that, therefore, it would 
be far wiser to please the Annamites by giving them back their 
provinces, and thus open up the only possible chance of Saigon 
becoming the “first entrepot in the East,” as it has already 
been called a hundred times by the patriotic French party, or 
even of its trade recovering the terrible diminution which has 
been the result of the French occupation. The French have 
something more yet to do besides diplomatic and administrative 
work before Saigon rivals Hong Kong, Shanghai, or Singapore. 





THE LEGEND OF TIE-OUANG. 

‘Unper this title the evening Moniteur of Paris has a very 
queer story, which it declares to be derived froma Chinese 
source, and of which the following is an epitome :—Three or 
four hundred years ago, we are told, entire equality reigned in 
China between men and women ; both could reign, both dressed 
in the same manner, and golden lilies were then unknown. 
Women could make war, and did it, and a list of Amazons is 
given, of whom Movu-xour-Ly, “ Empress of Chen-Tou,” was one 
of the most remarkable, JeN-1E-Tsren, Governor of Tan-Tcho, 
met the famous Empress in batéle, and did not get the best of 
it, for he found himself lying on mother earth with the lady’s 
foot upon his body, and her lance just about to transfix him ; 
but he managed to slip away, and got back home very crest 
fallen, but very angry. He told his misadventure to King Ton- 
tat-Tsun, who recommended him to send his son, JEN-tson-Po, 
to revenge his defeat, which the young man very properly 
undertook todo. A day was appointed for the affair to come 
off, but young JEN-rson-Po had a suspicion of himself, and 
asked his conscience quietly whether it was really the battle he 
longed for so much, or whether it was a secret yearning to see 
the beautiful Amazon, who likewise, on her part, wo aro told, 











had anything but fire-eating towards the handsome young 
soldier, The day came, and s0 did the two opponents; but 
they ueither fought nor conquered. Dan Cupid was victor. 
The lady fair and the brave young knight no sooner set eyes 
on each other than they both turned very pale, and their 
emotion was visible to all; their eyes met, but instead of flash- 
ing with rage and fury, sparkled with love and tenderness. For 
a long time they looked at one another without uttering a word, 
when suddenly the Eqpness, using her lance as a leaping pole, 
vaulted lightly from her horse and advanced towards JEN-Ts0N- 
Po, who, uot to be behird-hand in gallantry, followed the lady's 
example, aud in an instant was at her feet, as his father 
had been before him, but in a different manner, and at the 
very moment that the soldiers expected tho signal for the 
combat to commence, the lady and gentleman were in each 
other’s arms ! 

Not long after this the young gentleman’s papa heard that 
his scapegrace was married to the Empress and swore that he 
would cut him off, not with a shilling, but with the sword of 
the executioner. A year later the son begged his father to 
forgive and receive him, the Governor traitorausly consented, 
and when the young man was in his power, had him arrested 
and condemned him to death. JxN-180n-Po’s uncle interceded 
for him, but got snubbed for his pains, and went and told Mrs. 
J.—that is to say, the Empress—of the plight her young hus- 
band was in. ‘he lady arrived in the twinkling of a bedpost, 
and when she appeared the Governor was seized with such 
terror that it took two men to hold his nerves quiet. Her 
Majesty Mon-kov-IN knelt at her father-in-law’s feet, turning 
her head over her shoulder, as is the custom in such cases. 
“What do you want!” shouted the GoveRNor, rudely. “I 
want three things,” said the lady ; “I offer you peace.” “Done,” 
said the Governor, “What next?” “I lay my sceplre at your 
feet,” and, accordingly, she placed it in his hand. “ And I 
“ want you to detach my husband from your door where you 
“have tied him.” At this the Governor turned the colour 
of a red cabbage or of bullock’s liver, and swore that his son's 
head should fall within an hour! At this the Empress lost all 
patience, drew both her swords, and gave the GovERNoR sueh 
a terrible fright that he consented to all she asked. The 
traditions of this famous Empress are known all over China, 

But there was another lady also an Empress, be it observed, 
who governed Nanking a few ycars ago, only her name was 
Lizon-1cHan-Tcam. She was reported to be a sorceress, cut ” 
out men in paper, and transmogrified them with a few words 
into armed warriors—an admirable method of recraiting an 
army! This Empress had'a number of agents whose duty it 
was to go about the country collecting men of intellect and 
muscle for her service. Oneday three of these gentlemen met 
a youth at Canton who went into = temple in company with 
his uncle, the agents following at their heels. The young man 
looked wistfully at the necklace of the god Fo, and said, “I 
would give a great deal to have one of those superb pearls,” 
whereupon one of them fell at his feet! His uncle, however, 
prevented his picking it up, saying that what was super- 
natural was also mischievous. “If that is the case,” said the 
young men, “the pearl may go back as it came,” andso it 
did, immediately ! The three agents were struck by this scene, 
and said that the young man was evidently an extraordinary 
being, and destined to greatness; and, finally, having got him 
to take a walk with them, pounced upon him, carried him on 
board ship, and soon had him in the presence of the Empress, 
“An Emperor has fallen from Heaven, your Majesty,” they 
said, “and we have picked him up and brought him here.” 
The uncle went home, and related what had happened to the 
young man's parents, and they went and complained to the 
Mandarin of the city, who said, “ You want to bring me into 
“communication with the Taipings,” said the Mandarin, “ but 
“that is not my business ; however, I will write to Nanking 
“for you.” He wrote to the Prime Minister, who answered 
in the young Exrrnon’s name—TI have neither father, nor 
mother, nor uncle; Iam the son of Heaven.” The Empress 
abdicated in favour of her young kidnapped husband, who 
reigned as T1z-Ovana, and died the other day at Nanking. 

“The account,” says the narrator, “docs not agree with 
“that given of Tie-Ovana by travellers and missionaries— 
“ which will be at once admitted ; but, at any rate, it has the 
“ merit of having been gathered directly from the mouth of a 
“ native of the Celestial Empire,” which is certainly something

The coming winter is evidently to be a season of extra- 
ordinary activity in the publishing world, Every class of 
literature is amply represented in the lists of forthcoming 
works, With reference to those more particularly connected 
withChina and the East, wo are promised a personal narrative 
of a visit to parts of Asia of some of which we have had no 
account from a European wanderer since the days of Marco 
Polo. Mr. Murray, of Albemarle-street, will issue almost 
immediately Travels in Central Asia; being the adventures of 
Arminius Vambéry, member of the Hungarian Academy of 
Pesth, by whom he was despatched on a scientific mission, in 
the course of which, disguised as a dervish, he succecded last 
year in penetrating across the Turkoman desert on the castern 
shore of the Caspian, to Khiva, Bokhara, and Samarcand. 
Two other works of deep interest, to issue from the same 
publisher, are The Siberian Overland Route from Peking to St. 
Petersburg, and The British Army in North China and Japan. 
The first-named is the journal of Mr. Alexander Michie, during 
his traverse of the new route from the Far East, across the 
deserts and steppes of Mongolia, Tartary, Siberia, &. The 
other is from the pen of Dr. D. F. Rennie, than whom it would 
be difficult to find a man more competent to inform us on the 
subject named in his ‘title-page. Dr. Rennie, from being on 
the medical staff of the British army in China, was selected 
to be attached in his professional capacity to the Embassy at 
Peking. He had so gained the confidence of the late Earl of 
Ejgin that his lordship applied for his favourite medical ad- 
viser to be allowed to follow him to Calcutta. ‘Tho ap- 
plication, however, was not early enough, for Dr. Rennic 
found when he arrived in India that his distinguished friend 
had already succumbed under the double exhaustion of the 
climate and the exactions of office. ‘ 
Of Serials we are glad to record the issue of Part I. of the 
_ first volumo of the new series of the Journal of the Royal 
Asiatic Society. The set recommences with two translations 
from the Chinese by the Rov. S. Beal, Chaplain R.N., of works 
belonging to the Buddhist ritual. There is a valuable 
paper by Mr. E. R. Power on “the Commercial, Finan- 
cial, and Agricultural Statistics of Ceylon."—The October 
number of the Chisiese and Japanese Mepository, is in interest 
far in excess of the average of this periodical, We are first 
presented with most amusing “ Reminiscences of the Opening 
of Shanghai to Foreign Trado,” by W. H. M.,—initials that will 
scarcely serve to include the writer among anonymous authors. 
‘The “Story of Han-wan and the White Serpent” is concluded, 
and we are delighted to find that the finale is so far in unison 
with European notions that all ends happily. Japan is well cared 
for by papers on “Japarese Weights and Measures ;” “ Notes 
on Japan—No. I,, the Royal Families,” by Mr. Wal. Dickson ; 
and the “Manufacture of Porcelain in Japan,” translated from 
Japanese writings by Dr. J. Hoffinan, Wo extract a noto to 
Mr. Dickson’s paper, bearing the initials of the Editor, the Rev. 
James Summers :—

SOCIAL SCIENCE MEETING, 
Parer oN THE Cevenes, sy Ma. A. R. Wattace. 

The northern peninsular of Celebes is the only part of that island 
which is of volcanic structure, A considerable portion of it is elevated 
2,500 feet above the sea, forming the beautiful plateau of Tondano, in the 
centre of which is a lake about twenty miles incircumference. Scattered 
about this plateau are volcanic peaks and ridges 6,000 or 7,000 feet high. A 
fertile soil clothes even the mountain slopes of all this region, and, assisted 
by the abundant equatorial rains and a mild and uniform temperature, 
supports a vegetation of great luxuriance and beauty. The Dutch have 
now had possession of this country for nearly two hundred ycars, 
having taken it from the Portuguese in 1677. The inhabitants, more 

articularly in the central plateau, differ from those of the rest of Celebes, 

‘hey often approach to the fair complexion of the European, while they 
retain the straight black hair and general physiognomy of the Malay races. 
In character they are gentle and submissive, industrious, and easily edu- 
cated, Up to a very recent period they were complete savages, and were 











almost always at war with each other. They built their huts upon lofty 
posts to guard against attacks, and decorated them with the heads of their - 
slain enemies. ‘Their clothing was strips of bark, and their religion was a. 
degrading demon-worship. From this state of barbarism they have been 
raised to comparative civilisation in a short time by the Dutch Govern- 
ment. The country is now becoming a garden worthy of its sweet native 
naine, “ Minahassa,” ‘The villages are almost all like model villages, and 
the cottages like those one sees pon the stage. The streets are bordered 
with trimmed turf, and fenced with hedges of roses in perpetual bloom. 
Near every village are the most beautifully-cultivated and productive 
coffee plantations, while rice ficlds and fruit and vegetable grounds supply 
abundance of food to the inhabitants. In every village there is a school- 
house, and in the larger ones a church also. The people are neatly dressed, 
and the native chiefs and schoolmasters would pass muster among respect 
able people in England. On arriving at one of these chiefs’ houres, in a 
ine} lage, the writer was received by a gentleman in a suit of 
lack ; boys nicely dressed and with smooth-combed hair brought water 
and napkins for him to wash, and he was furnished with a dinner com- 
prising every European comfort. finger-glasses, clean napkins, claret and 
beer, along with a variety of well-cooked native dishes, The house was 
handsome and lofty, the chairs and tables were of fine native woods, and 
though made by self-taught natives were of superior workmanship to any 
but the very best we get at homo; and as be sat in the verandah taking 
coffee his eye was gratified by the sight of beautiful flowers, which, in 
this deligitiul climate, are perpetually renewed. This great change is 
the result of the introduction of the coffee-plant under Government 
superintendence, and of the labours of Dutch Protestant missionaries. 
The native chiefs were induced to further the views of the Government 
by the promise of a per-centage on the coffee produce of their district, 
and the whole system is carried out by them, under the advice and support 
of the inspectors and Dutch residents, Each family in a village works in 
the plantations; an account is kept of the number of days’ labour each 
gives, and when the produce is sent to the Government warehouses, and 
paid for at the fixed price agreed upon on the formation of the planta- 
tions, the amount is divided proportionately among the inhabitants. The 
system of the Dutch, as carried out here and in Java, he considers as 
most excellent, and especially valuable as a step in the education of an 
uncivilized race ; and he cannot but contrast it with the deplorable results 
of the free competition of antagonistic races in New Zealand, which can 
only end in the extermination of a people which it seems probable would, 
under more favourable conditions, bave been capable of improvement and 


civilisation. 














THE STEAM SERVICE FOR JAVA. 

The Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company (Limited) are 
actively engaged with the construction of their fleet of new steamers for 
the service of the Archipelago, and its connection with the European 
mail lines on one side, and with Australia on the other, the first of which 
will be launched next month from the ship-yard of Messrs. Randolph, 
Elder, and Co., on the Clyde. ‘The company have, we think, very 
wisely resolved that these steamers shall be built mostly upon the + Com- 
posite” principle ; that is, with an iron skeleton and teak exterior co} 
pered, by which the evils and drawbacks of rapid fouling, which in 
ably attend iron bottoms in those inter-tropical waters, will be entirely 
escaped. The steamer Sea King, for the China trade, was built on this 


principle. 


GLEDSTANES AND Ortierns v. THE Corporation or THE RoyaL 
ExcHtanoe.—This was a special case, which lasted the greater part of the 
day, and raised a question of some importance to marine insurance com- 
panies, ‘The plaintiff were the London agents of the Hong Kong In- 
surance Company, who were in the habit of insuring cargoes which were 
to be shipped from India to England, before the amount of the cargo was 
really known, or even the name of the ship; but they never cllected 
policies of that kind above the amount of £5,000. Between them and 
the defendants there was an agreement that the latter would undertake the 
risk of any excess should the former effect any policies for larger amounts, 
In the present instance the plaintiffs had effected a policy upon certain 
goods, which were to be shipped from Calcutta to England, and the de- 
fendants undertook the risk of the excess, the policy being for the sum of 
£7,000, and dated the 13th of March, 1859. Previous to that date, viz, 
—the 15th of March, 1859—the only message that ever passed through the 
Red Sea Cable arrived in London to the ellect that the Red Gauntlet 
had been burnt and scuttled; and that part of her eargo would perish. It 
was admitted on all sides that both parties knew of the loss of the vessel 
previous to the making of the policy ; but neither of them knew that the 
insured cargo was in her. The defendants, however, relused to pay the 
risk above the sum of £5,000, viz. 00, on the ground that the plain. 
tis knew of the loss of the vessel previous to the policy being effected on 
the cargo. Mr. Lush, on the part of the plaintiffs, contended that the de- 
fendants were liable to be charzed with the excess. It was true that the 
plaintif—s knew of the loss of the vessel upon the 16th of March, 1859, 
which was previous to the date of the policy; but their practice was to 
insure goods before it was known what vessel they were to be consigned 
in, and that the defendants knew perfectly well. At the timo of the mak- 
ing of the policy the plaintiffs had not the slightest knowledge of tne con- 
tenis of the Red Gauntlet, and, therefore, the insurance was a perfectly 
good one, and one by which the defendants ought to be bound. Mr. 
Bovill, on the part of the defendants, contended that inasmuch as the 
policy was made afier the knowledge of the loss of the vessel it was.a bad 
one, and one upon which the assured could not recover. The Court 
were of opinion that the policy was a good one, and gave judgment for 
the pla ptils, which we consider quite warranted. 

Nanking Bive Cuixa.—Among the most interesting collections of 
works of art on loan at the South Kensington Museum is one of great 
interest and importance to designers of ceramic decorations. This is the 
fine selection of specimens of old Nanking blue china, the property of 
Louis Huth, Esq., now placed in the Oriental Court of the Museum. We. 
commend these specimens to students as exemplifying, in a characteristic 
Oriental manner, the true principles of decoration for such works, whether 
as regards colour or form, Most of the articles are large and splendid, 
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Monetary and Commercial,

A call of £5 is to be paid on the shares in the Commercial 
Bank Corporation of India and the East by the 8th December. 
The directors, having complied with the provisions of the 
charter, have obtained the official sanction of the Treasury to 
proceed with business under the new title. 

The Singapore Gas Company are advertising for loans {on 
debentures at 6 per cent, interest. 

The Bank of Hindustan has arranged with the National 
Bank that the drafts of their various branches in India and 
China should be drawn on that bank, in addition to their pre- 
sent arrangement with the Alliance. The National is an old- 
established and first-class institution, with unlimited liability, 
with a large capital and a reserve fund of £700,000, The 
current quotation for the £30 share is £75 to £80. 

The failure has also been announced of Messrs, Elliot and 
Co., Austin Friars, engaged in the China trade, chiefly in 
running vessels on the coast. They have been established 
about four years. The amount of the liabilities and assets has 
not been stated. 

We have before alluded to the difficulties of the firm of 
Holliday, Fox and Co., in tho Rangoon and gencral East India 
trade, The formal announcement was made on the 12th. The 
liabilities are stated at £1,900,000, and the asscts will, it is 
believed, yield 15s. in the pound, The causo of the failure is 
over trading and too great eagerness to become in three years 
equal to the old-standing East India houses, They despatched 
& private agent to Burmah to negotiate for special privileges in 
the opening of the trade with Western China, a project which 
has been pursued, as our readers aro aware, by Capt. Sprye. 
They had some trausactions with China through Messrs, 
Ellissen and Co. 

Amecting of the shareholders of the British India Steam 
Navigation Company (Limited) was held in London on the 2nd 
inst. The accounts relating to the operations of the steamers 
for the first-half of this year were produced. After making a 
liberal allowance for repairs, depreciation, &c., an available 
balanco remaiued sufficient to pay the usual dividend of 4 per 
cent, for the half-year, with a bouus of £1 per fully paid share, 
both free of Income-tax, and to carry forward a balance of 
nearly £6,000 to next half-year. Tho Persia, which was totally 
lost, and the other vessels of tho company, which suffered in 
the late cyclone at Calcutta, are fully covered by insurance,

The Board of Trade Returns for the month and nine months 
ended the 30th September have been isssued, but, although 
they may on the whole be looked upon as favourable, they do 
not show that ratio of increaso which has characterised the 
returns for some months past, and the chief decline has been 
in the export of cotton yarn and cotton manufactures.
